DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 1-14, and 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraphias failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

3. Claims 1, 7, 9, and 17 lacks sufficient written disclosure in the description of a re- 
marketing model. It is unclear of what is a re-marketing model or how to calculate the re- 
marketing model's expenses incurred from repossessing the non-stationary asset being used. It is 
also unclear how does the re-marketing model further calculate a probability that an event that 
impacts a borrower's loan. 

4. Claims 1, 7, 9, and 17 lacks adequate written disclosure in the description of a borrower's 
payment behavior. It is unclear of what are included or excluded in a borrower's payment 
behavior or what is the scale or how to measure the behavior. 

5. Dependent claims are rejected for incorporating the defects from the parent claim by 
dependency.

are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
